Three of The College of the Bible faculty 
members have been honored by election to 
office in national seminary organizations. 

President R. B. Montgomery has been chosen 
for the eight-man Executive Committee of the 
American Association of Theological Schools. 

Dean Myron T. Hopper is the new secretary- 
treasurer of the American Association of Sem¬ 
inary Professors in the Practical Field. Librar¬ 
ian Roscoe M. Pierson is a new member of the 
Executive Committee of the American Theolog¬ 
ical Libraries Association. Mr. Pierson had 
finished a three-year term as chairman of the 
Association’s committee on periodical exchange. 

All three of these organizations held meet¬ 
ings in the San Francisco region in late June. 
At the American Association of Theological 
Schools meeting, at Berkeley Baptist Divinity 
School, Dean Hopper was one of the partic¬ 
ipants in the key panel discussion on proposals 
for reorganization of seminary curriculum. 

These proposals have grown out of the study 
of theological education being conducted by 
Dr. H. Richard Niebuhr of Yale Divinity School 
and Dr. Daniel Day Williams of Union Theo¬ 
logical Seminary in New York. Dr. Niebuhr 
and Dr. Williams were members of the panel 
presenting the proposals. 

Dean Hopper also was chairman of the 
religious education workshop at the meeting 
of the Seminary Professors in the Practical 
Field. 

This association held its meetings at San 
Francisco Theological Seminary. Dr. Lewis S. 
C. Smythe also represented The College of the 
Bible at this meeting. 

Mr. Pierson was invited to present one of 
the principal addresses for the librarians. He 
was asked to prepare a paper on “The Litera¬ 
ture of the Disciples of Christ and Related 
Groups.” 

The librarians met at Pacific School of Re¬ 
ligion.

Late this fall the Macmillan Company will be publishing my 
book: HORIZONS FOR OLDER PEOPLE. This particular project is 
especially directed toward the needs and activities in Church and 
Community life of our Senior Citizens—those over 65. 

It is my feeling that a similar work ought to be undertaken 
for those in the Middle Years; that is, 35 to 65. A generation ago 
Church leaders referred to the Young Adults as the "lost generation." 
Today, this Middle Years group is considered by many to be that 
"lost generation." 

The help I need is contacts with live Sunday School groups 
of middle-agers who are using their religious training of past de¬ 
cades to seek Christian solutions of social problems, even the most 
controversial*Church members, it seems to me, are leaving to the 
minister’s preaching and to non-church social, political and educa¬ 
tional organizations the settlement of all sorts of issues which 
have deep moral and spiritual aspects. Experienced, vigorous middle- 
aged adults in the chur.ch should take the lead in wrestling with 
these matters is my thesis. 

There are, I know, active Social Action or Public Affairs 
Committees in a few churches. More power to themi What I am looking 
for, however, is on-going study groups , the members of which year in 
and year out are investigating and discussing important local, state, 
national and international questions and trying to apply Christian 
principles to their solution. Usually, I think, these discussion 
classes should be a part of the Christian Education or Sunday School 
program. 

For four years I have led such a group Sunday mornings in the 
Mount Hollywood Congregational Church of Los Angeles. From this I 
have gained much experience. I am now hunting for similar groups 
in other churches. Can you put me in touch with one or more such 
classes? By gathering reports of their activities and methods I 
hope to get material for a book on what some churches are already 
doing in the study of important social affairs, and what more 
churches should do in this field. Could we use the title Horizons 
for the Middle Years?

KOINONIA FARM 
AMERICUS,GA. 


On Monday night, July 23, Koinonia Farm's roadside market was dynamited. 
About 10:15 P*m- a car evidently came into the drive-way, tossed 10 to 15 
sticks of dynamite toward the building, and sped away. No one was in the 
building at the time, and there were no eye-witnesses. 

The charge exploded about 3 feet from the front of the building, making a 
hole in the ground about a foot deep and two or three feet across. The explosion 
was heard for miles around, and many people quickly gathered. The sheriff and 
a local Ga. Bureau of Investigation agent came to the scene immediately. 

The front of the building was severely damaged and part of the roof was 
blown off. A large refrigerated meat display case, a deep freezer and other 
fixtures were wrecked and the whole place showered with splintered glass. The 
total damage was estimated at $3;000. There was insurance on the property, 
but the insurance agents just informed us that losses from such causes were not 
covered by the policy. Despite this, we hope to repair the damage as quickly 
as possible and continue business. 

Today our mail was stacked with notices of cancellation of insurance on 
our other buildings and equipment. The following companies cancelled: Great 
American Insurance Co. (2 policies); American Aviation & General; Progressive 
Fire Insurance Co. (2 policies); and Pacific National Fire Insurance Co. 

There had been previous cancellations by Cotton States Mutual and others. This 
leaves us without any insurance whatsoever. Unless we can get some, it will be 
impossible for us to maintain or secure credit with the bank and others. 

An editorial in the Americus Times -Recorder reflects what seems to be a 
typical reaction to the dynamiting. Captioned "Force and Coercion not Condoned", 
it stated: "The dynamiting of Koinonia Farm's roadside store on U.S. 19 south 
of Americus Monday night was a cowardly and regrettable affair. This community 
is not In sympathy with the program and policies of Koinonia Farms Inc., but 
we cannot and we don't believe a vast majority of our people can sanction the 
use of force and coercion, the very things that our Southland is being subjected 
to by the U.S. Supreme Court and various leaders and groups throughout the 
country today. There are other means that are more laudable and just as effective 
as coercion and force, in combating what one believes to be wrong." 

No doubt cancellation of Insurance is one of the "more laudable and 
effective means." Court injunctions are another. 

Many incidents have happened over the past few weeks, about which we want 
you to know. A little later we’ll try to get a detailed report to you, and 
will try to keep you informed about future events as they happen.

Koinonia Farm, Americus, Georgia 

Because a recent front-page article of the Albany Journal gives you the 
feel of sitting in on a States Rights Council meeting, we are reproducing it 
in. full. Mr. Burgamy is the solicitor general of our Judicial circuit court, 
and is the "friend of the court" whom Judge Cleveland Rees appointed to "look 
into the law" concerning the injunction suit still pending against Koinonia. 

From his speech, we gather that the law which he recommends for Koinonia is 
"a buggy whip." 

SOLICITOR ASKS REVIVAL OF KKK AT STATES RIGHTS MEET HERE 

The Dougherty County Chapter of the States' Rights Council met at 
8 o'clock Tuesday night in the Dougherty County Courthouse, to hear Solicitor 
General Charles Burgamy of Americus, Georgia, tell the gathering of approxi¬ 
mately 200 persons, that he favored a return to the Ku Klux Klan, 

"Not the Klan that has gotten all this publicity for beating folks who 
didn't deserve it, but the kind of a Klan that we had back in the old days 
to do the work that was needed," he said. 

Mr Burgamy talked for approximately 1 hour, strongly attacking integration 
and race mixing. At the conclusion of his remarks, Mr. Burgamy said, "Maybe 
that's what we need now is for the right kind of a Klan to start up again and 
use a buggy whip on some of these race mixers. I believe that would stop them." 

The States' Righters applauded Mr. Burgamy during the evening's speech¬ 
making, particularly in reference to the Klan and also when he said, "I don't 
know how they feel about it down here in Dougherty County, but I had rather 
see my little boy dead than sit beside- a Negro in the public schools." 

Considerable time was allocated to a discussion of admitting Negroes to 
the bar for practice in Georgia. Solicitor Burgamy related an instance in 
Sumter County where a well-educated Negro sought admittance to the bar but was 
rejected even though two Sumter County attorneys recommended in writing that 
he be admitted for practice. 

Mr. Burgany told his audience that eventually the Negro was told, "This 
is white man's county here, now if you want to practice law you might find it 
a whole lot easier in some place like Atlanta." 

Mr. Burgamy said that after this incident, there had been no more diffi¬ 
culty about Negro attorneys. 

Solicitor Burgamy said: "I have to try Negroes in our courts and they 
have no morals and no character. When they get in trouble it is never a Negro 
who puts up the money that gets them out, it is always a white man." 

Someone in the audience posed the question to Mr. Burgamy; "Don't we have 
a Negro practicing law in Dougherty County?" 

Mr. Burgany replied: "I've heard that there is." 

Names were disclosed when a States Righter stated that C.B. King, a Negro, 
was currently practicing law in Dougherty County after having been duly admitted 
to the bar. There were cries of "Who approved him?" And somebody mentioned 
the fact that Representative Jim Denson who was in the audience, was qualified 
to take over the discussion from that point on. 

Mr. Denson rose to his feet and told the group that his opponent in the 
current race for state senator, attorney Asa Kelley Jr., had signed a statement, 
now in the public records, vouching for King's character and ability as an 
attorney. 
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Mr. Denson said that he heard that Mr. Kelley denied signing such a 
document and that he, Mr. Denson, had at his own expense, photographed the 
document in the file at the Dougherty County Courthouse. 

On demands from the States Righters, Mr. Denson produced several photo¬ 
graphic copies of the document. 

Another focal point of discussion was recent dynamiting of the Koinonia 
Egg Farm near Americus. 

Solicitor Burgamy said that he did not know the identity of the persons 
who perpetrated the tombing, but that they were Sumter County people. 

Mr. Burgany also intimated that it was possible for the participants 
in the farm’s cooperative and racially mixed agricultural program to have 
planted the bomb as a means of gaining sympathy and public attention. 

The Koinonia Farm was identified as an 1100 acre tract maintaining modern 
farm machinery and advocating the mixing of Negro and white races in a 
socialistic farm enterprise. Negro and white families were reported living 
and working side by side and mixing socially. 

The chief functionary of the farm was a man identified as a Mr. Jordan 
who was reportedly Georgia born and educated. 

At the close of the meeting an Albany States Righter told the Journal 
that after the bombing he had gone to inspect the farm and interview Mr. and 
Mrs. Jordan. He stated that he asked Mrs. Jordan who she thought had planted 
the dynamite. 

"Someone who doesn't share our views," she was reported as answering. 


In an effort to calm the local situation by presenting a true picture of 
Koinonia, we recently ran another ad in the Americus Times-Recorder. A copy 
of it follows. 


WHAT IS "KOINONIA" 

Sound like Greek to you? Well, you're right. Pronounced Koin-oh-NEE-ah, 
it occurs frequently throughout the New Testament, which was written in the 
Greek language. It means "a fellowship or a community." The early church' 
was sometimes called a "koinonia." 

That's what Koinonia Farm seeks to be today. Actually, it is a church- 
a LOCAL church. On Sundays, as well as on nearly every week-day, we meet 
together for worship, Bible study, and prayer. 

Before coming to Koinonia more than half the men here were ministers. 
Will Wittkamper put in over 30 years of service in the Disciples of Christ 
Church. J. B. Webster was a Methodist minister for 40 years. Harry Atkinson, 
a native of North Carolina, graduated from Southwestern Baptist Theological 
Seminary in Ft. Worth, Texas. Norman Long, a Virginian, is an alumnus of 
Colgate Rochester Seminary. Clarence Jordan, a native Georgian, graduated 
at tne Southern Theological Seminary in Louisville, Ky., and was a Southern 
Baptist missionary for 4 years. Conrad Browne, son of a prominent Baptist 
executive, graduated from Chicago Divinity School, and Chris Drescher was a 
Pentecostal preacher. 

Though they were not ministers, Howard Johnson and Gilbert Butler, both 
Alabamians, were very active in religious work while they were students at 
Auburn. One summer Howard was sent by Southern Baptists as a missionary to 
Hawaii. John Eustice was recreational director of a children's home. 
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Now we have all come together here, seeking to walk in God’s ways and 
worship Him according to the dictates of our conscience. It was for this 
reason also that our forefathers came to America. For this reason General 
Oglethorpe and his little band of ex-prisoners settled in Georgia. 

It is true that a few of our beliefs differ from those held by some people 
in this section. But the right to differ is a precious American heritage. 

The Fathers of this nation, coming from countries where religious differences 
were not tolerated, sought to preserve and perpetuate their new-found liberty 
by writing into the Constitution! "Congress shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof." 

We pledge ourselves to respect the rights of those who differ with us. 

We believe the citizens of this county will give us the same consideration.

We received many favorable comments on this type of approach. Also a 
day or two later, another ad appeared in the Times-Recorder, which we thought 
might interest you. 


ABOUT KOINONIA 

If the advertisement appearing in the Times-Recorder last Wednesday under 
the title "What is Koinonia" was an attempt to make the good people of Sumter 
County sway from their way of thinking or bow their heads in shame, then I am 
sure I speak for the masses when I say the result was not reached. 

Frankly, I think all of the county citizens respect one's Christian views 
and the Constituion, but when the methods pose as a detriment to those very 
ideals, then it is certainly wrong. 

In the statement by Koinonia they admit that "a few of our beliefs differ 
from those held by some people in this section." This is quite an understate¬ 
ment for it is those "few points" which make for the entire rejection of 
Koinonia. 

I personally can never accept such teachings, just as I am sure the 
majority of the other Sumter County citizens cannot, and for one I would welcome 
Koinonia’s moving to a place well above the Mason-Dixon Line. If I knew that 
I were living in an area where the bulk of the people did not want me you can 
be sure I would move away.

We thought you'd 
be interested in the kind of statement we're making so we're reprinting below 
the one that was issued last week. 


AJS C'PEN LETTER FROM KOINONIA FARM 

During the 14 years we have been in this County, we have made no public 
declaration of our principles and purposes. This has been largely due to the 
fact that we wanted no one to think that we were trying to force our ideas on 
them. We wanted simply to live our own lives under God. 

We do not now wish to stir up controversy. But recent events, together 
with much false rumor, cause us to feel that the people of this county are 
entitled to the truth. We must speak, trusting that you will understand the 
spirit in which we speak. 

Most of us are Southerne j?s. All of us are trying to be honest followers 
of Christ. 

He has taught us many things. One is that God is the Father of all those 
who, in whatever race or nation, believe in Him and walk according to His way. 

He said such believers were brothers (Matt. 23:8). He prayed that they might 
be one in His fellowship (John 17:2l). He taught that God does not receive 
men according to their outward appearance but according to their hearts. 

In order to be true to Him, we accept as a brother anyone who serves the 
Father as a son. 

Jesus taught us to love one another. Love is not selfish, does not hold 
anything back. We therefore share all our earthly possessions with one another. 
The early church also did this (Acts 2: 41-47 > 7:32-35)* Like that church, 
we too distribute to each other according as he has need. 

Jesus taught us to love our enemies, to do good to those that hate us. 

We therefore seek to do good to all men and harm to no one. We will not use 
force, nor violence, nor retaliation, nor vengeance. We do not kill— in war 
or peace. 

We make our living in an humble but honorable way-- farming. We grow 
peanuts, corn, cotton, grain, fruit and vegetables, cattle, hogs, poultry. 

Like many other farmers, we borrow money from the local bank to make our crops, 
and our land is mortgaged. Our business transactions with local people, amount¬ 
ing to thousands of dollars per year, have been pleasant and our credit is good. 
We take good care of our land, which is now supporting about 60 people. 

We are not an agency of any outside group. We have no official connection 
with any other organization, though we do cooperate with other people and groups 
who are seeking to accomplish Christian purposes. 
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Though we are incorporated as a non-profit, religious organization and 
so classified by the Federal Government, we claim no tax exemptions. Each 
year we pay into the treasury of Sumter County a sizeable sum. 

We are qualified voters, and participate in elections. 

This probably does not answer all of your questions, but we hope it will 
help you better to understand who we are and why we are here. Please do us the 
favor of not believing a rumor until you have checked the facts. We welcome 
visitors, and will be glad to answer any questions about our life.

Dear Kirby: 

I appreciate your letter and I am concerned that Mrs. 
Lockhart make the right decision with regard to her 
investment. I had a letter from her, a copy of 
which I am enclosing, and also a copy of my reply. 

I trust that I have written the right thing. I did 
not want to be too explicit as to some of my meanings. 

I think there are definite dangers in having a fund 
like this too close at hand, since it would make 
it easier for personal misunderstandings to develop 
and dissatisfactions to occur. The thing I did not 
say to Mrs. Lockhart in my letter has two points 
which I would like to mention to you. 

First, the main stream of the Disciples of Christ at 
present is a prophetic movement and has been prophetic 
since it began 150 years ago. I feel confident in 
my own mind that it has the broadest base from which 
to work for ecumenicity and unity of any religious 
group. It has freedom of spirit to think prophetically 
and without any encumbering restrictions that plague 
other religious bodies. 

Second, because we have not had adequate seminaries, 
or at least many of us have thought so, many of our 
finest young men have gone to seminaries that have 
been established and are largely dominated by other 
religious groups with the result that scores of our 
most promising men have left the Disciples of Christ 
ranks. Within the last year, two of our most promising 
theological teachers who went to Union Seminary in 
New York have gone into the Episcopal Church. This 
leaves the Disciples of Christ poorer for the mission 
which I feel they have to carry out in the world.

The 
remembrance of my brief visit with you has been 
a continuing inspiration, you and your gracious 
purpose have been constantly in my thoughts and 
prayers. I realise that the decision you are 
making Involves the deepest interests and con¬ 
cerns of your life. With sincere dedication, 
you seek now to conserve and extend these Interests 
and concerns into the long future of usefulness 
to the Kingdom of Christ. At the same time, you 
seek to preserve and enrich your affectionate ties 
and relationships. 

With all this reverently in mind, I trust you will 
accept, in the spirit in which I offer them, some 
of my thoughts which I share in the hope they may 
be helpful. 

The establishment of a Chair of Christian Worship 
in a seminary devoted to the educating of Christian 
ministers for the purpose of enriching their 
personal devotional life and to make their ministry 
to the world more vital and effective appeals to ms 
to be the surest way to achieve your praiseworthy 
purpose.

If I speak oa the basis of ay observations and 
experience, I would rank two considerations at 
the top. First, the purpose, the character, the

We still have no guidance. Sfe The church at Oceanside is opening 
in January, and the pastor, George Tinsley, is very anxious that we 
go there. However,the committee moves slowly, which is right. Then, 
too, the question has already come up: "Would he try to get the 
Negroes and other races of the community into our church?" I do 
not know how seriously this has been raised, but it has been raised. 

We have had a word about Eirst ^hurch in H onolul^^which appeapt, 
perhaps because of the glamour more than anything else. I did* .rite

Rather uncertain future, except 
for the assurance of&od's guidance. BE® 0 u r pay-check ends Oct 0 1. 
Dr. Biers wrote a nice letter, reminding me that ifiy leave was 
half-gone (this was early in July) and that he wished to see me, 
then said he would be in California in December. This left me 
uncertain, for that meant three months with no pay.. I talked to 
Jirn Parrott, who was as puzzled as I about the meaning of the let¬ 
ter.

Embattled Fellowship Farm 

Things were quiet at Koinonia Farm 
last week. Not many tourists stopped at 
the newly reopened roadside stand on U.S. 
19 because all the signs advertising it had 
been stolen. The people of Americus, Ga. 
(pop. 12,000) would like to get rid of 
Koinonia Farm; it is an embarrassment 
to some, a scandal to others. For it is a 
Christian ■ experiment in racial equality. 

A couple of young ministers from 
Southern Baptist Theological Seminary 
in Louisville, Ky. started it in 1942. 
Clarence Jordan was 30 and specializing 
in city mission work, and Martin England 
was 36, taking a refresher course after 
missionary duty in Burma. With $59 
between them they took an option on a 
rundown 440-acre plot beside the high¬ 
way in as prejudiced a part of Geor¬ 
gia as anyone could find. A Louisville 
builder donated the rest of the money 
they needed, and they called the place 
Koinonia (pronounced coy-no-wee-ah), 
Greek for fellowship. Now the fellowship 
farm is fighting for its life. 

From 440 to 1,103. It was organized 
on three principles: 1) complete shar¬ 
ing of all things material and spiritual 
—“As we think of it,” says Jordan, “each 
person receives a living while contributing 
a life”; 2) complete racial brotherhood; 
3) complete pacifism. Husbands and wives 
work from 6:00 a.m. to evening worship 
at 6:00 p.m. Younger children attend 
nursery or kindergarten school on*the 
farm; older children go to regular segre¬ 
gated classes in the county. 

Today there are 60 residents at Koino¬ 
nia—45 whites and 15 Negroes. The 440 
acres have grown to 1,103, with cash 
crops of peanuts, corn, cotton, cattle, 
hogs, goats and poultry. 

Now there is another crop—trouble. 

"Those Queer Nigger-Lovers." For 
years the people of Americus took little 
notice of “those crazy race mixers.” But 
after the Supreme Court^ desegregation 
decision in 1954 there began to be ugly 
rumors: “Communist spies” were har¬ 
bored there; “sex mixing” was practiced. 
When Clarence Jordan endorsed the ap¬ 
plications of two Negroes for admission to, 


Georgia State College of Business Admin¬ 
istration, things began to happen. There 
were anonymous phone calls; the roadside 
signs were ripped down at night; retailers 
turned down Koinonia produce. 

This spring the county health depart¬ 
ment obtained an injunction against the 
farm’s racially mixed camp for children. A 
construction company refused to dredge 
the creek for swimming when they learned 
there was to be interracial bathing there; 
a crop-dusting firm refused to dust the 
farm’s cotton. Then came dynamite— 
three sticks of it—which blew up the 
farm’s roadside produce stand. After that 
there was an avalanche of insurance- 
policy cancellations. 

Some people in Americus were shocked. 
Others said: “I’ll bet those queer nigger- 
lovers did it themselves. We ought to 
run them out of the county.” 

No Resentment. Last week tall (6 ft. 
1 in.), rugged Farmer Jordan shoved his 
hat back on his head and sighed. "The 
deafer who’s been supplying gas and oil 
for our tractors just phoned and said he 
wouldn’t be able to supply us any more,” 
he said. “We have enough on hand for a 
few days, but well have to find another 
supply. The feed situation’s worse than 
that. Our feed dealer isn’t going to sell 
to us any more, and we have more than 
3,500 laying hens and more than 300 hogs 
to feed. There’s enough on hand for just 
a few days. We may have to find another 
dealer at a distance. We plan to meet 
each crisis as it arises. We have no inten¬ 
tion of giving up.” 

But the pressure is growing on Koinonia 
Farm. A few weeks ago a Sunday-school 
teacher in a rural Methodist church was 
fired for suggesting, after a lesson on the 
persecution of the early Christians, that 
a collection be taken up to help repair 
Koinonia’s dynamited roadside stand. “I 
bear no resentment to the people who are 
doing these things to us,” says Clarence 
Jordan. “I was born and raised in this 
country, over near Talbotton, Georgia, 
and my brothers and sisters live thete 
now. I know how these people feel. I 
would probably feel the same way if I had 
not seen some of the teachings of Jesus.”

It was good to hear from you again in your letter of Setpember 1, I am very glad to know 
of the excellent reports from your doctor* 

About the tour next year, I am very glad that you will be making it ^although the suggest¬ 
ed time for our region raises a number of problems. 

We have scheduled Llyvelyn Williams, a member of Parliament, in November j Steve Cary in 
December; and Donald Harrington for a week in Florida during February 12-19* Because 
we are trying to develop some new approaches to our peace education work, the above 
schedule of one-day conferences is a fairly full one* 

The time you have suggested for Florida, January 22-27, would come right in the midst 
of the Chain of Missions, although I do not have the exact dates for this year as yet* 

Regarding topics, the first one you listed "God's Answer to the Cold War" would seem 
closest to our specific peace education emphasis* It seems to us, however, that the topic 
should be revised, both in order to make it more positive (because of the changed atmosphere 
in world affairs) and in order to stress the specific needs and challenge of our times— 
especially world disarmament and the conquest of world hunger* 

Because of a full schedule this fall and winter, the question of the Chain of Missions, 
and the Florida tour we are planning with Donald Harrington in February, I hesitate to 
take on the arranging of twelve engagements as you have suggested—the main problem 
being time* Not only, regarding schedule but other questions of promotion and printing 
etc* 

Under the circumstances, I believe the best that I could do would be to make specific 
suggestions about dates, places, and contact people—which you could use as you see fit* 

If that would be of help, please let me know and I will send you the best information we 
have just as quickly as possible*

Indeed, it was the challenge of your "Living Dangerously" which was largely instrumental 
in my working so beyond my physical and nervous limits as to suffer the stroke of which 
I wrote in my previous letter t and in God's service. 

Now with a crippled body, a wrecked career, and desperate financial need, the question 
comes daily to mind, Has God, too, forgotten?

This question has been more poignant these last two Sundays ifoen the soviet sang the 
beautiful 91s£ Psalm, and our pastor chose it as our Responsive Rending# As I 
listened to the beautiful words, "He shall give his angels charge over thee, to $eep 
thee in all thy ways", it was inevitable that I ask, "Where was God, and His angels, when 
I had the stroke; and when Baptists read me out of a place in His ministry?" I don't 
know the answer# Indeed I doubt that' anyone but God knows. 

I only know that in the light of this open partiality against me as His minister, I ean 
never sing and mean it, "0 Thou Wh®> changest not".

Thank you sincetrely for the literature which you eo generoualy and thoughtfully sent to 
ne,which was delivered by ouWpostipen yesterday. 

Warre it not for the fact that my wife and I were already far behind in the reading which 
we d® together most of our evenings (I read aloud while she sews or does other handworkj 
we should have begun to read thisrmaterial last evening. It will be a part of our 
scheduled reeding for the very near future. 

From the titles, I fear that you, like many others who have known of my truly 
desperate situation, feel that I first "need to get right with Cod." Indeed, one of 
the greatest misfortunes which have come to me since I had the stroke in 1942, and the 
misfortunes have been many, has been the conviction of too many friends that their 
function is to advise rather than to help constructively. I must confess that I heve no 
reacted favorably to much of this advice, the more so when my doctors, including two 
skilled psychiatrists, have felt that the advice has been far from the mark* 

Please forgive me therefore, if I comment on the titles of this lifrature, without first 
learning what |iou have written under these titles. * 

* 

1. "How Does God Deal wfrth Evildoers? 9 " carries the implication that I have a vindictive 
spirit which would leadline to try to avenge the wrong that has been done to me rather 
than trusting God to do that which is alone His prerogative. 

Actually, to harm in any way those who have harmed me is the farthest from my thought. I 
recognize that they have acted sincerely for what they honestly believe to be beat for 
the Kingdom of God. If they would agsin admit me to the fellowship of mutual trust which 
I once enjoyed with them, and particulerly if they would agree that God has a plaee for 
me within the ministry of the American Baptist Convention, and work with me to find that 
place where He would use me, I could look forward to years of blessed fellowship with 
them. But tl£w^y firmly take the stand that? as a man with serious physical handicaps, 

I have no place either in that Convention's ministry, or within their personal fellowship 

In fact, God has already shown in a few cases what He woul& do with these pprtlcular 
evildoers. One died prematurely from a cardiac condition; two have suffered serious hearji 
attacks; one has had a stroke. But none of these hsuff begun £o suffer the hardships which 
have come to me; indeed, two of these men who still defend their policy of displacing me 
professionally, because I became physically Incapable of dpjmg whst tlr(3y thought was 
required in my former work as University Pastor to Baptist students at the University 
of Illinois, but which I never found necessary to do while I could be active, have held 
pn to their own status as Baptist Secretaries and drawn their full salary, even after 
their doctors told them that they must not attempt to do parts of the normal duties of 
their positions! Who can defend either man os God, in permitting such frank discrimina¬ 
tion against one man? 

What concerns^me far more is How does God deal with the Evil done by Evildoers? Here I am 
referring not' only to the evil results to my obf, life, but to those of many others. For 
example, my wife has suffered s condition of the reproductive organs which her doctor feel 
resulted from too much lifting and other he<(3y work which is not normally expected of 
a woman. She has had much of this in these years when I have been unable to fulfill the 
usual functions of thwman of the house. None of these heavy duties would have been hers

if we had been permitted to continue where we were when I had the stroke, for we lived i 
an apartment in the church building where these heavy duties would have been done by the 
janitor* Therfore in her own person, these evildoers have brought s bout a condition which 
has already brought oho hospitalization for her, end holds over the two us the 
Democlean sword of major surgery which often has serious results for a woman, and for 
the expense of which we hove no money to pay* Yet when these facts have been called to 
the attention of these Baptist officials, there has been not on e word.. of_sincprq_jr_ogg_at 
from them * Indeed, one of those men told us bluntly a few years ago, ”1 am not sorry; I 
would do the same thing again, if there was the occasion*" 

But what concerns me more deeply is the Affect on a long line of students at the 
University of Illinois* 

In my last two active years there my records showed to me, but were not fefcported to 
anyone, that 95 % of the Baptist-preference students had shared in our work inside the 
church building and that on an average Sunday morning 57% of those Baptist-preference 
students were in ouxr morning worship service. Since my physical condition, plus the 
action of these Baptists, forced me to lay aside those duties, there has been no year in 
which more than 25 % of the Baptist-preference students have shared in the activities of 
the work from which I have been excluded. Therefore, it has become more evident with the 
passing of the years that my wife and I are being compelled to pay an unreasonably henvj 
price while thy work itself suffers . 

That this is npt our conviction alone has been borne out by reports which hsve come to us 
from former students and others who knew the work under my leadership and have seen what 
it has become since I was forced to leave it* Here are typical statements from such 
people! 

"I have never found a church in which the religious teaching appealed to both the head and 
the heart as did yours at the University Baptist Church." 

"The church as you and I knew it ceased to exist the day you ware taken sic ft *" 

pastor was displaced who sought, and attained,.perfection, to make room for men who 
are satisfied ffo get by « v 

With such reports from those who have been back to that campus for graduate study amd have 
found that the church of their undergraduate years now forfeit) to meet their spiritual 
yearnings, it is impossible that I reach the conclusion that my life has been ruined 
beyond repair tbsho good end far the work which the Baptist officials said” 1 "must not 
suffer." " 

Most of all I am concerned at the result in the life of one young woman who came to us 
out of experience as 8 nurse, with no religious faith or church interest* Jit the time 
when my illness came she was practieally at the point of professing faith in Christ and 
uniting with the church* Not long after my illness y'dhe volunteered for service sea nurs 
on a flying ambulance, it the conelusion of her war.service, she returned to the 
University to complete her course. If I had still been iCbstor, eh£ would have gone on 
from where she was when I was taken sick; but with a strange pastor, who never showed 
the sli^itest interest in her, she dropped out of church altogether. When we saw her 
three years ago, she confessed that she now has no church interest and never goes to 
church. 

God must certainly know of these evil effects upon these others as well as too my own life 
Why then d£es He do nothing about any of it? 

Rather than comment in like manner on all of the titles which you sent, I shall now cont¬ 
inent only on your book, "Living Joyously*" Here I find myself asking tV^ question, "Is 
Kitby Page a more reliable guide for me here than when I read his 'Living Dangerously'?" 

is I have written in a recent letter, it was pour "Living Dangerously" thot led me to 
work far beyond my physical and nervous strength for God, only to lbse the use of my 
left side in a stroke, my work in His Kingdom, and all hope for financial security. 












Than I worshipped end served a God of Love and Mercy, Who, I thought, was }oyel to 
those who served Him with all that they had. How I must say that In al most l f) year s since 
I had the stroke 1 cannot recall one i nstance in which I c an fe el that Ho haa shown 
cither love or mercy to me. 

And with the loss of that faith in the God to Whom I (gave my all, I must confess that I 
cannot remember even one happy day, end very few happy hours, in these lbng Vy years. 

The few happy hours have been those occasions when I have been permitted t& minister in 
His Name; and, with Baptists saying frankly that thfljr would not look favorably on my 
serving any Baptist church, it is clear that opportunities to minister in His Name will 
become increasingly infrequent. 

Therefore, the challenge for me to "Live Joyously" is ironic at best; possibly even cruel, 
although I know you didr not mean it to be. 

At best I must come tp the reading of that book with a cynicism born out of hard 
experience,, end the recognition of the faot thet, having broken my body in His Service, 

I have been rejected by both God and those Baptiste t o who m He has entrusted the 
administration of part of His Kingdom Wo rH, 

Physically, I am such a burden to myselff that not a meal that I eat is worth the energy 
which it takes for me to go to the table, although for me my wife is the finest cook in 
the world-much better than my mother was. 

And turning over in bed is such an effort that I never do so without thinking, "Is it wort’ 
the effort?" 

Sundays, and such Holy Days as Christmas, Easter, Thanksgiving, are the most unhappy for 
me, because they are poignant reminders that God has chosen to entrust parts of His Work 
to rnsmiho are less capable, and less devoted, than I. 

All of this is accentuated by thb fact that my doctoj^i have recognized from the outset 
that I need not have had the physical break If I had not given so completely of myself in 
His Service. As one doctor who never knew me as a whoi^nen said to me, " You must have beei 
doing the_wohk of four or fifrfe men for years ." That is literally true, and for it I have 
reodved nothing but rejection from God and the Baptists. 

My thinking has also been moulded to no smell extent by the knowledge that other 
employers, even in secular fields, have followed a more Christian, and more constructive, 
policy with their workers who have suffered physical impairment. 

You may have read in THE READER (S DIGEST for September the article, "The Miner's Fund— 

A Tribute to Good Management." Much of that story was already known to us, because we had 
seen it at work among my fellow-patients, when I was having treatment at The Ka jt-Ksiser 
Institute for Neuro-Muscplar Rehabilitation, Washington, D.O. in 19^9, and at another 
center of the some Institute at Vallejo, California in 1955* In both centers the 
majority of the other patients w£r e coal miners, for whom the UMW Welfare Fund was paying 
for all their Physical Therapy, their room, board, clothes, effen cigarettes end electric 
shavers. At Washington I paid ell of my own expenses; at Vallejo our Pension Boar<jr aided 
by contributions from my former students, paid only for the Physical Therapy and our 
room. In specifrafcerms that meant that Baptists were paying to help me recover ftTom a 
disabling illness at the rate of 5500.00 a month; but we knew of cases in which the UMW . 
was paying as much as 1900.00 a month for the treatment of miners who became dlsable^oy 
disease, not by min# accidents. 

It does not aid my faith in either God or my denondnatifcn to know that John L. Lewiwtias 
a greater concern for coal miners, who can never be expected to make an ou'&rtanding'con- 
tribution to the world's life, than Baptisys show for the future of a minister whose 
intoll^jjtusl and spiritual capacities were in no sense impaired by the illness* 
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One of these miners whom we knew persotselly at Washington was a drunken, cursing man. 
We know that the UMW saw to it that he have the best of medical treatment for much 
more than a year at no expense to h6mself. 

Yet, from Baptists I have received help on treatments for only five months! 


The <£^mperison is not one which one likes to think upon; yet is is inescapable. 


Evdn now, Dr. Hetman Rabat, who devised this helpful form of Physical Therapy, and who 
has won worldwide renown for his work in rehabilitation of the physically handicapped, 
feels that my condition could be eugnificantly improved by further intensive treatment; 
but that is completely out of reach for us financially. 

Apparently therefore, I must accept the judgnent of a Daytona Beach doctor, which I may 
have quoted in an earlier letter* "Patientsis the typical pitiful hemiplegic and will 
never improve ." 

I know enou^i of the brain injury which caused the physical impairment, to understand 
why nothing but the type of Thetbpy which could be had u on can 

bring any real modification in my physical condition. / 



But it is not an inviting prospect; nor one which leads to "Living Joyously." 

In fact, if I had a cljolcega which I d«o not, of course, I would take my place in a 
cemetery today. I c 8 nnot escape the conviction that, if God were still the God of Love and 
Mercy, He would call me home out of this, burden. It is because He permits the physic 8 l 
burden and the mental torture to gp on dnfeerminably that I question whether he feels 
either Love or Mercy towards me. 4

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How Big is Too Big? 


“One cannot study General Mo¬ 
tors’ massive operations without ex¬ 
periencing an inescapable feeling— 
General Motors is too big. It is too 
big for the good of American busi¬ 
nessmen who must deal with it and 
too big for the good of the coun¬ 
try.” 

This is one of the conclusions of 
a study of General Motors by the 
American Institute of Management. 
The study is reported in the July 
1956 issue of The Corporate Direc¬ 
tor, the publication of the Institute. 

The study describes General Mo¬ 
tors as “a monstrous improba¬ 
bility.” According to classical eco¬ 
nomic theory General Motors just 
shouldn’t be. But there it is, as big 
as life. 

Company Operating Efficiently 

By any standard, the tremendous 
growth of the corporation during 
the past twenty years and its over¬ 
whelming size have not reduced its 
operating efficiency. The study finds 
that “the cost of goods sold, con¬ 
sisting mainly of expenditures on 
materials and labor, was a trifle 
lower in 1955 than in 1935, meas¬ 
ured in percent of the total dollar 
volume of sales. That is, relative to 
the selling prices received, the basic 
costs of materials and wages did not 
differ significantly between the two 
years. Selling and administrative 
expenses, however, measured in 
proportion to the dollar volume of 
sales, were much lower in 1955 
than in 1935.” 

Between 1935 and 1955, Gen¬ 
eral Motors increased its net sales 


more than ten times—from $1.2 
billion to $12.4 billion. “According 
to all classic economic concepts,” 
this study states, “such a growth in 
volume, starting from an already 
vast base, ought to have been ac¬ 
companied by diminishing returns. 
. . . Despite the tenfold increase in 
scope of operations, the operating 
margin (net sales minus operating 
costs) amounted to 15% in 1935 
and actually rose to 20.6% in 
1955 ” 

Profits ‘Phenomenal’ 

The corporation’s profits, as rates 
of return on investment, are de¬ 
scribed as “phenomenal”. The re¬ 
port states: “At the 1955 rate of 
profit, more than one-half of the net 
book value at which General Mo¬ 
tors’ plant account is carried on 
book can be earned in any one year, 
or the whole net plant investment 
recaptured in two years after paying 
all taxes, depreciation charges, in¬ 
terest and all other expenses. That 
this is a fabulous rate of profit is 
clear enough. ... It is, in fact, a 
continuing characteristic of the en¬ 
terprise, being equalled or bettered 
in twelve of the preceding twenty 
years.” 

The corporation’s sales per em¬ 
ployee have almost quadrupled in 
the past twenty years — from 
$5,594.71 in 1936 to $19,940.80 in 
1955. This is a clear indication of 
an extremely rapid rise in manhour 
output. 

General Motors was able to at¬ 
tain after-tax profits of $1,906.18 
per employee in 1955, compared 


with $956.01 in net profits per em¬ 
ployee in 1936, despite increased 
taxes and substantial wage increases 
in the past twenty years. 

Here is a corporate giant, if there 
ever was one—a skillful, efficient 
and tremendously profitable pro¬ 
ducer. But, the study declares, cor¬ 
porate giants must not gain the 
power “to restrict freedom of 
choice, gain undue political power 
or even too large a share of the 
national product.” 

This one corporation controls 
and dominates a significant part of 
the national economy. Its sales, last 
year, amounted to 2.0% of all busi¬ 
ness sales and 3.2% of the gross 
national product. In 1955, when 
the nation’s total output of goods 
and services was $390.9 billion, 
General Motors’ net sales were 
$12.4 billion. Its after-tax profits of 
$1.2 billion, last year, were 6% of 
the $21.1 billion in total after-tax 
profits of all U.S. corporations. 

A Limit to Bigness 

“There must be a limit,” the 
study declares. It suggests the pos¬ 
sibility of limiting any one company 
to no more than one percent of the 
nation’s gross national product. 
Such limitation would cut down 
General Motors — with its more 
than $12 billion of sales in 1955 — 
to one-third its size at present. 

This study by the American In¬ 
stitute of Management states: “Per¬ 
haps the answer to corporation 
giantism lies in their share of the 
national product. Here is a yard- 













stick which would be unaffected by 
fluctuations of the dollar and which 
would not inhibit all incentive or 
the government’s tax share. . . . 
Might we then, for example, limi t 
any company to one percent of the 
gross national product? But with 
the national product hovering 
around $400 billion, this auto¬ 
matically would cut General Motors 
down at once to one-third its pres¬ 
ent size.” 

Whether or not this suggestion is 
practical and economically sound, 
the Institute’s study of a fabulous 
corporate giant is something to 
think about. 
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Industry Group Reports: 

Tax Change Benefits Business 


A major change in the 1954 tax 
law was the introduction of two 
alternative methods which business¬ 
men could use to compute the de¬ 
preciation on a piece of business 
equipment. 

Previously, only the so-called 
straight-line method of computing 
depreciation was considered as a 
business expense for tax purposes. 
Under this arrangement, for ex¬ 
ample, the purchase price of a piece 
of major equipment with a life of 20 
years could be deducted at the rate 
of 5 percent a year. 

The two new methods, called the 
“double-rate declining-balance” and 
the “sum-of-digits”, allow a greater 
proportion of the cost to be de¬ 
ducted in the early years of the life 
of the machine and less in the later 
years. 

Labor Opposed Change 

These changes in the tax law 
raised considerable controversy. 
Organized labor and other groups 
opposed the changes, contending 
that they were not necessary to at¬ 
tract new investment and that they 
would result in a substantial loss of 
revenue to the federal government. 

Defenders of the change argued 
that the new methods were neces¬ 
sary to stimulate new investment 
and that any loss in revenue would 
be relatively slight. 

Former Under-Secretary of the 


Treasury, Marion B. Folsom, for 
example, minimized any loss of 
revenue by arguing that after the 
fourth or fifth year the government 
would collect more taxes under the 
new methods than under the former 
system. 1 

A recent study throws some light 
on this controversy. The Machinery 
and Allied Products Institute, a 
trade association of machinery 
manufacturers, has carefully com¬ 
puted the effects of the new law 
under a variety of circumstances for 
a typical businessman. 2 

Tax Advantage in New Law 

The study makes it clear that 
there are important tax advantages 
to the businessman under the new 
law even though for any single piece 
of equipment, the amount claimed 
as depreciation may be about the 
same over a period of years under 
the new methods as under the previ¬ 
ous system. 

The study explains that “it is 
normally worthwhile” for a busi¬ 
nessman to obtain his depreciation

allowances as soon as possible “for 
the funds made available by the 
earlier tax benefits can be put to 
work in the taxpayer’s business and 
can earn a return pending their ab¬ 
sorption by additional tax liabilities 
later on when deductions are re¬ 
duced.” In conclusion, “time is 
money”, so that the money saved in 
lower taxes today can be put to 
work to pay the higher taxes to¬ 
morrow. 

How much saving is possible 
under the new law? The study con¬ 
cludes: “the after-tax rate of re¬ 
turn . . .is 10 to 15 percent higher 
when the new write-off methods are 
used for tax purposes than when 
the traditional straight-line write¬ 
off is used”, making the use of the 
new methods “almost a ‘must’ ” for 
American management. 

The results of this professional 
study make clear that the new 
methods of computing depreciation 
will, in fact, involve genuine tax ad¬ 
vantages to the American business¬ 
man and contrary to the expressed 
views of the Treasury Department, 
will mean a substantial loss in reve¬ 
nue to the federal government. 

DO YOU KNOW 

. . . That, despite record employ¬ 
ment for the nation as a whole, em¬ 
ployment in manufacturing indus¬ 
tries is roughly 400,000 below the 
comparable month of 1953? 


‘Prevailing’ Wage Out-of-Date 


Under the Walsh-Healey Public 
Contracts Act, firms with govern¬ 
ment contracts of $10,000 or over 
are required to pay their employees 
at least the amount which the Sec¬ 
retary of Labor determines to be the 
“prevailing minimum wage” in the 
industry or branch of the industry. 

There are many theories as to 
how the Secretary should go about 
determining the prevailing mini mum 
wage, and the conflicting views of 
labor and management are usually 
expressed at the hearing which the 
Secretary conducts in connection 
with the minimum wage determina¬ 
tions. 

Built-In Lag 

But whatever method the Secre¬ 
tary uses to arrive at his determina¬ 
tion, the unfortunate fact remains 
that any determination is out-of- 
date by the time it becomes effective. 
In other words, the Walsh-Healey 
program has acquired a built-in lag 
leaving workers in the industries for 
which determinations have been 
made (a minority of the industries 
holding government contracts; in the 
others, the minimum required is 
simply the $1.00 an hour established 
by the Fair Labor Standards Act) 
with only the dubious protection of 
minim um wage determinations 
which are out-of-date from the 
moment they take effect. 

The reason for the lag is based 
upon the detailed procedures which 
take place before any minimum be¬ 
comes effective. The Secretary’s 
wage determination ordinarily relies 
on a wage survey conducted by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. That 
study itself has to be available for 
the public hearing and sometimes 
has to be initiated as much as a year 
before the hearing. Normally, the 
wage data is at least 6 months old 
by the time the hearing is held, since 
the BLS cannot physically make a 
detailed wage study in very much 
less time with its limited resources. 

The BLS study is ordinarily the 


sole source which the Secretary re¬ 
lies on in arriving at his judgment 
of the prevailing minimum wage. At 
the hearing, the unions in the in¬ 
dustry generally introduce evidence 
as to changes in average hourly 
earnings or minimum rates in their 
contracts since the date of the wage 
survey. However, the Secretary has 
tended to regard such supplemen¬ 
tary information as inadequate to 
measure the extent of the increase 
in the prevailing wage after the sur¬ 
vey date. 

Rate for Battery Industry 

The determination the Secretary 
has recently issued for the electric 
battery industry shows just what this 
lag means in actual practice. The 
hearing for the industry was held on 
October 19, 1955. At that time the 
BLS wage survey dated November 
1954, was already nearly a year old. 
The Secretary issued his proposed

determination on August 16, 1956, 
to take effect after September 15. 
The determination is based entirely 
upon the wages paid in the industry 
in November 1954. This means that 
on the date the determination takes 
effect, the minimum wage will be 
nearly two years out-of-date . 

Program’s Funds Limited 

This is not all. Because the funds 
of the Labor Department for the 
Walsh-Healey program are so re¬ 
stricted, it can resurvey each indus¬ 
try only about once in eight years. 
This means that for the workers in 
the battery industry the minimum 
wage their employers are required 
to pay in 1964 could easily be based 
on 1954 wage data. 

If these conditions are allowed to 
persist, the prevailing minimum 
wage under the Walsh-Healey law 
will become nothing but a hollow 
mockery.

The Past Month in Brief 

Over-all economic activities, after accounting for changes in seasons and prices, 
continued, in August, at about the same level of the past several months — slightly 
higher than in the winter of 1955-1956. Home-building and consumer hard-goods 
output remain considerably below last year. Upward pressures continue from heavy 
industrial goods, such as machinery and railroad cars, and heavy construction — due 
to the business investment boom and slowly rising government expenditures. A small 
upturn in over-all activities is expected in the next few months, with the start of 1957- 
model auto production and preparations for holiday-season sales. But the continu¬ 
ing build-up of business inventories bears watching; stocks of goods on hand are 
much greater, in relation to sales, than they were last year. 


Industrial Production: U. S. 
industrial output moved up in Au¬ 
gust, with resumption of steel pro¬ 
duction—back to the level reached 
in May and June, after adjusting for 
seasonal changes. But it was still 
2% below last December’s peak. 
Consumer hard-goods output — 
such as autos and electrical appli¬ 
ances —■ was 17 % below August, 
1955. Production of machinery, 
railroad cars and aircraft was con¬ 
siderably above last year. 

Construction : Total expendi¬ 
tures for new construction in Au¬ 
gust remained at the peak level 
reached in July, after accounting 
for seasonal changes. Residential 
construction was the same as in 
July, more than 11% below August 
1955. But commercial and indus¬ 
trial building, and construction ac¬ 
tivities by federal, state and local 
governments continued strong. 
Heavy construction contract 
awards, during the year to mid- 
September, were 16% ahead of the 
same period last year. 

Employment: Total number of 
employed persons increased season¬ 
ally to 66.8 million in August, up 
100,000 from July. Unemployment 
dropped to 2.2 million — 3.2% of 
the civilian labor force. 

Hours of Work: Average 
weekly working hours, in manufac¬ 
turing industries, rose seasonally to 
40.3 in August, after an almost con¬ 
tinuous decline since last December. 

Prices: Living costs, as meas¬ 
ured by the Consumer Price Index, 
declined slightly in August — by 
two-tenths of one percent — from 
the record high reached in July. 


The decline was due to T the sea¬ 
sonal drop in prices of fresh fruits 
and vegetables; other prices ad¬ 
vanced or remained the same during 
the 6 month. The Consumer Price 
Index, in August, was 2% higher 
than in January, and further in¬ 
creases in living costs are expected 
in the coming months. 

Wholesale prices continued their 
year-long rise in August — up 
3%% from mid-1955. Prices of in¬ 
dustrial goods, at the wholesale 
level, were 6% higher than in the 
middle of last year, and are still 
rising. 

Retail Sales: Consumer spend¬ 
ing in retail stores rose in August, 
after adjusting for seasonal changes. 
Most of the 3% rise in retail sales 
since the start of the year reflects 
rising prices, only small increase in 
volume. 

Inventories: Business stocks of 
goods on hand continued to rise in 
July, the latest month for available 
information. Total business inven¬ 
tories have been rising continuously 
since January, 1955. They rose 
slightly in July, despite the reduc¬ 
tion of large steel stocks, during that 
month’s shut-down of basic steel 
mills. Total business inventories, in 
July, were $6.5 billion above the 
same month of 1955, while sales 
were only $700 million greater. 

Consumer Credit: Outstanding 
loans to consumers rose again in 
July to $37.1 billion — up $4.3 bil¬ 
lion from July, 1955. In recent 
months, new installment loans have 
been running at better than $3.1 bil¬ 
lion per month; monthly repay¬ 
ments on installment credit have 
been over $2.9 billion. 


Interest Rates : The Federal Re¬ 
serve Board’s “tight money” policy 
has produced a 4% interest rate on 
bank loans to top-rated borrowers. 
Interest rates on loans to consum¬ 
ers, small and medium-sized busi¬ 
nesses and family farmers are also 
rising—to 5%, 6% or more. Effec¬ 
tive interest rates on corporate and 
government bonds—except “defense 
bonds,” purchased by low- and mid¬ 
dle-income families — have been 
moving up sharply. It has likewise 
become increasingly difficult for any 
but the large, wealthy firms to find 
lenders. 

Housing Credit: With mortgage 
money hard to get and interest rates 
rising, the government has an¬ 
nounced several measures which it 
hopes will bolster the sagging home- 
building market. Down-payments 
on FHA-financed homes appraised 
at less than $9,000 have been re¬ 
duced from 7% to 5%; three other 
steps were taken to make funds 
more available for loans to builders. 

Stock Dividends : Cash divi¬ 
dends paid by corporations to 
stockholders during the first eight 
months of the year were $6 bil¬ 
lion — 15 % above the same period 
last year. Dividends have been ris¬ 
ing from one all-time record to an¬ 
other since 1953. 

Business Failures: Failures of 
business concerns, mostly small 
firms, are higher in 1956 than in 
any post-World War II year, in¬ 
cluding the 1949 and 1954 reces¬ 
sions. During the first six months 
of the year, an average of 49 out of 
every 10,000 firms failed, compared 
with a rate of 33 failures per 10,000 
firms in the generaily prosperous 
year of 1953.

Por the first time since 1952 Dr. Eddy and I went with the Seminar to Europe 
this summer, permission from the Soviet Union to visit there again making the 
trip irresistible, We flev; over and back by chartered plane, a most exiciting 
experience, stopping at dander and Dublin going over and at Iceland (still light 
at midnight, an eerie light that made you feel you were on the top of the world) 

and dander returning. The group itself was stimulating this year_4 college 

presidents, 4 college Deans, 7 college faculty members, 13 ministers, 3 church 
workers, 2 from the League of Women Voters, 2 lawyers (male and female) 3 social 
workers, a banker, a farmer, 2 lecturers, 4 community workers. We came from 16 
States and as always the discussions within the group itself on the basis of lec¬ 
tures heard, wer s as valuable as the program. 


Many of you will recall the organizers in each country,who did so much to make our 
"free time" valuable—the Uoah's and Bernard Corrie in England, Kilo, Chalufour 
in Prance, Herr doldsnith in Germany.—with their backgrounds of culture and knowled, 
they added greatly to our enjoyment and understanding, planning the sightseeing, 
and entertainment to supplement our heavy program of speakers. 


dr oat Britain has recovered steadily from the war damage, less spectacularly than 
West Berlin but in the solid, stolid way characteristic of Britain. As usual 
our program centered at Toynbee Eall where we greatly missed the sparkle of 
Jimmie Mallon 1 s presence. He joined us twice, giving us a brilliant and poignant 
analysis of the Labor Government since the war. He retired last year and is liv¬ 
ing in the country, his fingers still on the pulse of Britain, in touch by fre¬ 
quent visits to town but enjoying, we believe, a well-earned quiet with his ducks 
and his thoughts. 


The new warden at Toynbee, Dr. A. E. Morgan, formerly of Mcdill, was our gracious 
host and had arranged a fine program for us, with variety, that put us close to 
many facets of British life. Outstanding speakers were Lord Salter, Et. Eon. 

A. D. Dodds-Parker of the. Pornign Office, Sir Hobart Hall, Economic Advisor to 
Her Majesty's Go Vermont, Et. Hon. Kenneth Younger, Et. Hon. Creech Jones, both 
members of Her Majesty's Privy Council, Hov. Donald Sopor, Sir Alan Daley, M. D. 
of the Dept, of Public Health. As usual we had the privilege of tea at the House 
of Commons, and then an hour with Hugh Gaitshell, Dennis Healey, Et. Hon. W. 

G1envile-Halo, and a brief greeting by the Seminar's old friend, Et. Hon. Herbert 
Morrison. 

We heard of the efforts of the government in housing to replace the war destruc¬ 
tion and at the sane tine to abolish th- old slums that have been on the conscious 
of the British since Dickens exposed them. There followed a visit to one of the 
"Pew Towns." Wo wont to the London County Council where by lecture and film wo 
followed the work of that body, then had tea as guests of the elected President 
of the Council, the Et. Hon. Mrs. Homan Bcntwich. 


The ladies of the group had a red letter day when wo visited the Bank of England. 
The door opened by a liveried lackey nearby and we looked down on the ancient 
Honan mosaics uncovered when the present building was built and crossed the green¬ 
sward in the heart of the building, a place of quiet and peace in the hea.rt of 
London's financial center. Por me the most fascinating was the dial in the 
Board room connected with the red weathervane on the roof, a reminder of the 
days when fortunes turned on the wind that brought the skips up the Thames or sent 
them to the far corners of the earth. 


We spent a day at Canterbury sharing the moving communion service, seeing that 
famous cathedral whose Gothic majesty brings history alive, having .an hour with 
the Hed Dean whose naieve draoti-m to Communism was not shaken by the merciless 
questions of our practical America: s. 

A b eautiful ride thru the English countryside took us to Stratford where the 
presentation of "Hamlet" was more satisfying than John Barrymore's or Lawrence 
Olivier's. Staged on a raised platform, the only property was a curtain hanging 
at one side to serve as a hiding place for Polonius, but turned by lighting effect; 
into a battlement or a forest. The cast was young and lithe, and much of the 
-• cion took place on the floor. Fluidity, rhythm, beauty—these are ny renenbraro 
. f "Hamlet 1 . 1 We had coffee afterwards at the White Swan Inn built before 
hakespeare* s time in the very room where he must have sat for his coffee or

of jam will remember June Colburn who was in Jacksonville during the summer 





of 1953 under the International Student Fund. She joined us for four happy days 
She is now living in Dundee on the staff of St. Andrews hospital, working’with 
children with cerebral palsy, carrying the sane deep social convictions that 
'endeared her to us in 1953. 

Fron England we went to France, crossing the channel on the calmest sea I've 
ever experienced, to the best program I've ever shared in France. We net at the 
American Church where we heard, net and questioned French leaders in the govern¬ 
ment, the churches and business, including such old friends as Dr. Marc Boegner 
and Andr4 Philip. Dr. Luther Evans, Director-General of UNESCO led us skil¬ 
fully into the world's problems as seen thru the eye of that great international 
organ just moving into its new headquarters in Paris. 

Chartres was more beautiful than ever it seemed and there were other sightseeing 
trips to Versailles, Notre Dame, Sacre Coeur, etc. At the Fourth of July recep¬ 
tion we were part of the 6100 to trample the Embassy lawn, eat 50,000 canapes 
and consume 302 gallons of punch, 100 gallons of orange juice, 481 bottles of 
Coca-Cola! High-light of France was the day when we had a noon conference with 
the Foreign Minister, Christian pineau, who received us in the room where the 
Kellogg-Briand pact was signed, answered our questions and served us champaign 
as an appetizer to the sack lunch we ate in the bus on our way to SHAPE! There 
we were briefed on NATO by Gen. Alfred Greunther who came in accompanied by the 
Duke of Windsor and Lady Isnay, wife of the British Commander in charge of 
the northern sector of NATO. General Greunther was one of the nost delightful 
personalities I've ever net with a rare sense of humor, an infectious smile and 
a mind that moved rapidly and clearly. After an hour and a half of briefing 
and questions General Greunther and his whole staff entertained us at tea. 


From Paris we went by sleeper to Bonn—a modern Geman sleeper built compactly 
on levels, a foretaste for us of the ingenuity and success with which Germany 
is rebuilding. At Bonn we had a lovely Sunday afternoon on the Ehine and visit¬ 
ed the American Embassy where we were briefed by four attaches on the economic, 
political, cultural and Public Affairs program of the U. S. in Germany. Had 
lunch at the Bundeshaus and were addressed by Dr. Schwarz von Liebernan, number 
of Adenauer's party, who gave us confidence in the leadership of Germany. But 
we could not but wonder what of the future as we watched from our hotel window 
the transfer of the first police unit into the newly created German army. It 
was a rainy night and the drum beat and the tramp of marching feet had an omin¬ 
ous sound. We found little enthusiasm in Germany for the creation of an army— 
it was NATO that forced it after France blocked the plan for a West European 
Army with Germany an integral part, which would seen the far better course. 

A short bus ride to Frankfort gave us a sight of a busy, tidy and productive 
countryside. We flew into West Berlin, that "island in the Bed Sea," 100 miles 
behind the Iron Curtain. We could easily believe the member of the Berlin Sen¬ 
ate who said "We are at the end of Europe and the beginning of Asia"—for Bussia 
puts the blight of Asia's backwardness on nil she touches. In W. Berlin we were 
guests of the Senate and with true German thoroughness they planned a program 
that kept us busy from morning till night. W. Berlin is unbelievable—its city 
planning, its accomplishments, the spirit of its people. They live their lives 
on the premise of a united Germany—they can do nothing else for if they did 
not work for and believe in unification they would have no spirit to live. Wo 
were told that many of the best of the refugees wanting to cone to the West are 
being urged to stay in East Germany as a nucleus for the building of the new 
Germany after unification. We, however, saw no possibility of unification any¬ 
where in Europe. 

We were received at the Ministry of Housing—the interpreter the fine-featured 
white-haired daughter of Dr. Adolph Earnocfc, the great German theologian and 
friend of the Seminar. Following the briefing we were taken for a 2-hour drive 
through the city to see the housing projects, the reclamation, the piles of 
bricks cleared fron the rubble, cleaned and stacked for use, the mortar and 
broken bricks ground by machine into dust for cement and stucco, and the unusabl 
rubble -oiled into small hills, covered with 18" of dirt, planted with shrubs, 
grass and flowers with playgrounds, swimming pools and recreation halls. The 
broad streets, the apartments with play areas and privacy, the plans for the 
• uture, all thrilled us with admiration. 

n contrast we were taken in small groups by students fron the Free University 
ay Tj—h arm and S-bohn (surface and underground) to East Berlin where we were net 
Dy Communist guides who showled us in great pride the magnificence of Stalin 




.-.11 ee, a "broad, boulevard, a nils long with a facade of apartments and. stores, 
recreation baildings and parks. But they could not conceal, nor did they attempt 
to, the piles of untouched rubble left from the bombings and the squalid quar-' 
.ters along the way to the Russian ’-far Memorial. There was none of the hustle 
and bustle, the crowds and the, happy faces that we had seen in west Berlin.

he nncL ms family are sent to a center for examination of all sorts and speedily 

thereafter flown out to If. Germany. There is a nan-power shortage in Germany 
and it is comparatively easy, if everything is in your favor, to settle in U, 
Germany. But there are many who are not accepted as political refugees. They 
may stay in Berlin but .they have no status, are not eligible for help in housing, 
food or employment. There are, however, thousands who prefer that kind of un¬ 
certainty to living under tn.e Communists. These are the ones who most need our 
help in clothing and household linens (World Conmmijto Bay collection of United 
Church women gives you t.ie chance to uelp) • We met -a.t the center and. la.ter had 
tea with 75-year old Dr. G-albratz who lived thru the bombing of Berlin and the 
Russian occupation—her tales of those days are hair-raising_and the recoli¬ 

st ruction cf W. Berlin. She has charge of examining the children as they cone 
from the east. It is tragic to be told that it is the farm, children who*have 
suffered most due to the Communist requisitioning of crops. 

Nowadays Jugoslavia adds the most color to the Seminar program since Tito has met 
our group for the last five years. We had orly two days in that country of nixed 
races and religions, half a day for si'htseeing in Belgrade and the opportunity 
to meet a dozen members of the House of Republic for a frank question period. 

It was.interesting that in that avowedly Communist country the elected President 
of txieir parliament is not a Communist but a. Socialist,a fine fe-a.turned man who 
would have been taken for a college professor anywhere. That group gave us a 
good picture of the country, its political, educational, agricultural and re¬ 
ligious organization and aftorwarc-.s were joined uy a. larger group, including some 
charming and gracious wives, at a cocktail party in our honor. 

The second day we flew to Pul", on the Adriatic where we were net by launches and 
taken to the island of Brioni where Tito was in residence. It was a perfect day 
and the deep blue of the Adriatic, the dark cypress trees, the summer flowers, 
pre-disposed us to be caught under the spell of Tito. But strip the man of the 
outward evidences of beauty ano we would still admit his greatness, his sincerity, 
bis integrity. In an immaculate white; suit he net each of us personally, then 
sat at the head of a. great horseshoe table arranged for the fifty of us and 
answered the twenty carefully chosen questions that we most wanted answered. In 
answer to the first question about the signific-nce of his recent visit to the 
Soviet Union, he spent half an hour carefully outlining his philosophy of the 
relation of -nations to each other, saying that friendship with one nation did 
not preclude frienc;.snip with another, that his aim wa.s to build for Peace and he 
would work with a.ny nation with similar ain. Eis visit to P.ussia did not at all 
mean any change in his relationship to the U.S.A. He stressed, and we had it 
confirmed in Russia, that he had established his independence on his visit there 
and had been accepted as an equal. In that acceptance we have to hope that there 
nay be the beginning of a new pattern of cooperation between the Soviet Union 
and her satellites. Surely if there is a spark of independence left, Tito's 
success must feed it. 

Ue had two fruitful hours and left with a growing awareness of Tito's tremendous 
problems in rebuilding a country with divisions of nationalities and religion, 
ridden with war damage aft or years of German occupation, located in the midst 
of countries bound down by Russian domination and on the fringe of the ferment 
in the Kiddle East. Ue cannot over-estimate his importance in that strategic 
location. The fact that D. Plannerskolje of the United ITrtions had just been 
with Tito and that PTehru and Passer were due the next day is indicative of the 
'mace he holds in world affairs. It is easy for us in our isolated continent 
judge him, but a look at the map or a visit to his country makes one more 
i -.orant. bhen we in this country find it difficult to agree with our Allies 

vender how we would make out if we were placed in the troubled area of Southeast 


The greatest experience of the summer was the return of the Seminar to Russia, 






the first tine since 1939. Visas were slow in coning thru, and snail aggravations 
piled up "before we arrived, and constant irritations followed us there, from 
bureaucratic delay to poor plumbing and creaking elevators. But those were minor 
'compared to the opportunity of looking behind the Iron Curtain, to being in 
."Russia itself. Just as the Jugoslav plane that took the pro up fron Berlin to 
Belgrade was the first ever to land at Tenple Hof airdrome, so the Yugoslav 
■'lar^e that took us fron Belgrade to Kiev was the first ever to land there. Me 
thought as we cane down on the landing field that the whole town was lined up 
to see us ana tola us we were in strange territory. Russia is a neasant country, 
it is the thin-; that inpresses us most with each visit. Fo city improvements, 
no advance of industry can conceal the peasant base. She neo-ole, their dress, 
their ways are predominantly those of the peasant. Add to" that the worker and 
you have Russia. There is emerging now a new autocracy of party numbers, pro¬ 
fessors* scientists, artists, but they are a tiny minority. Occasionally at the 
opera or ballet one sees the fine features of the old aristocracy but the success 
of the Revolution,in wiping out the nobility, is narked in the people you see 
wherever you go. However justified the Revolution the loss of cultural and in¬ 
tellectual leadership is evident. 


As soon as we stepped fron the plane, three smartly dressed and efficient younp 
women spoke to us in Fnglish, took over the formalities of customs, etc. and from 
then on we were in the hands of the Russians. One can travel only under Intourist, 
the movernnent travel agency, but the guirles speak excellent English, 1 earned 
in a special foreign language school which trains interpreters for the variety 
of groups that are now coning into the country in great numbers. While we were 
there we saw a proup of 200 Czechs, other proups from Finland, France, Italy, 

Great Britain, China, Juposlavia, and numerous groups of Americans. 

It was interestinp that durinp the whole summer only one bap of our whole party 
was opened by Customs and that was in France. Hot so, however, on our return to 
H. Y.! In Russia we found courtesy everywhere, thouph to inpatient Americans 
that does not compensate for endless delays and inefficiencies that we find hard 
to tolerate. 


We had two days in Kiev, sightseeing and visitinp a Collective Farm, then a 17- 
hour train journey to ho scow where we traveled by new, clean and comfortable 
"soft sleepers" in contrast to the board bunks into which the travelinp public 
were crowded like cattle. In contrast to previous visits I did not see a sinple 
objectionable bup this year! The countryside rave us apain the feelinp of Russia's 
vastness, the tiny wooden houses seemed to proclaim that the land was master 
of the man, not nan the master of the land., as we feel it is in our country. 
Government inspection of the food stalls at railway stations was pointed out 
with pride and it was interesting,too, to be told that the old ladies selling 
their fresh vegetables and fruits, yopert and cakes were keeping the profit of 
their small allotments. Private enterprise flourishes! We had hoped for more 
interviews with Russian leaders but they are shy of questions. Krushchev was 
in Siberia stimulatin' his scheme of openinp the virpin lands there; Bulpanin 
was in Poland following the Poznan riots,and Sheplov in the Middle Fast. Whether 
we would have seen then had they been in Moscow we do not know. Me did see a 
preat many thinps—the Lenin Tomb, the Kremlin and relics of Czarist days, the 
wide thorouphfares cut ruthlessly across the city, subways in marble magnificence 
the sky-scrapers—half a dozen of them scattered about the city in solitary mapni- 
ficence, the new University standing in pointed majesty on the Lenin hills, 

(known of 0 ,1& as @jj? arrow hill), 31 stories/ splendor thouph the plaster is already.; 
cracking from poor workmanship. It is significant that though Russia has ex¬ 
cellent trained architects and designers she has a dearth of skilled workers to 
carry out the designs. The apricultural exhibit was as fine as I've ever seen 
with pavillions representing the 13 provinces , and displays of products of the 
soil and natural resources that - at our advertising to shame. In the park of 
Culture and Rest where there were courts for -rmes, shells for concerts, wrest- 
linp matches and movies on the Sundry afternoon when we were there, a Polish jazz 
orchestra was giving a Gershwin concert! 


We had an invaluable hour with Ambassador Bohlen and felt how fortunate we were 
to have such a clear-eyed representative of our Government in that baffling 
h-1nation; interviews with questions with Mr. L. Johnson of the Associate Press, 

: h Mr. Henry Shapiro of United Press, dean of correspondents in Russia. 

Leningrad we were formally received in the headquarters of the City Government 
’■ lectured for half an hour by Mr. Sokolov, head deputy, and then his five 
;ociates including one woman answered questions. They emphasized that even in 
ue press of housing needs they are establishing libraries and museums. In fan 
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, one often wondered if their emphasis on size—everything must "be the "biggest, 
the widest, the longest, the newest—and on their sports and cultural activities 
is not the present "opiate of "the people." Russian propaganda is an art—the 
posters are stunning and appealing. There is, however, an excess and in spite 
of all the anti-American propaganda we found only cordiality and curiosity. 

Many had never seen Americans before and talked to us wherever we went. English 
is taught in the schools and most students could speak enough to carry on some 
conversation. American Jazz records are popular. Their propaganda has con¬ 
vinced them that they have the best of everything and are the most fortunate 
people on earth though we think we savgone evidence of the doubt of that in the 
curiosity over our clothes, which from/point of view were pretty dowdy after six 
weeks of travel, but vastly more attractive than theirs. Only at the ballet 
did we see any well groomed women, except our own guides, and that was in con¬ 
trast to the working class audience that I remembered from 1930. 

The, opera—we saw Don Carlos and La Gdoconda —and ballet—Pier Gynt and an old 
Russian ballet with dancing from the Caucasus—took us into another world. The 
music, the color, the grace were superb. 

You ask my impressions of Russia? I am in as much of a conflict in my mind as 

before. The contrasts of beauty and squalor, of dreams and destitution, of 

success and struggle, of unlimited possibilities for good and equal and ominous 
portents for evil with a philosophy that magnifies the State and minimizes and 
negates the individual. It was a relief to reach the clean free air of gallant 
little Finland where we had one perfect day of sightseeing in the city and on 
the sea, and delicious and delicate food in contrast to the adequate but heavy 

and uninteresting food of Russia. Then the flight to Paris and hone again. 

Many of you know that Mother was terribly ill last spring so that we gave up for 
this year the return to the Orient we had planned. We will take that trip next 
year. As for this year, we will be in IT. Y. State for October and then in 
Jacksonville with occasional speaking forays nearby until we sail with the 
Seminar next June.

Lear Kirby: 

I enclose a. copy of my letter to Dr. Montgomery, to bring iiim 
up to date on matters regarding Mrs.- Lockhart's trust fund. I 
stopped by to see her last week, but she was in conference and 
I was on a limited schedule so did not wait. 

I hope there is some value in my writing out these suggestions 
and passing them on both to Cranston and to Montgomery. This 
letter is approximately the ©.me one I sent Cranston, except of 
course I could not tell Cranston that I had encouraged her think¬ 
ing in the direction of Uj S. C. My impression is, though, that 
she leans strongly to S. G., and I think this could be worked out 
in such a way that our Brotherhood would be greatly helped. 

Frances and I still have no spiritual leading as to our future. 
Messer leaves Pomgna after this Sunday; we would love to interim 
there. This Sunday I will preach at Oceanside. I met with the 
board there last Friday. The board does a good job olB 'un- 
selling' their church; seems dominated by one man; there seems 
to be considerable resentment which George Tinsley has been riding 
out, but which might explode. George told me had had carefully 
transferred leadership) from uhe clique which had ruled for years; 
perhaps this is at the basis of the resentment I could feel. I 
talked to a number of church people. So I just don't know.... 
and of my own powers I don't feel competent to deside, in event 
they. That's why we lean so heavily on God to provide 
light and direction. It is kind of hard to wait, and trust, when 
you have received your final pay-check on your leave...but wait 
and trust we must. 

My Frances has to return to the hospital Oct. 21. She will have 
a curettement Oct. 22, and if all goes well a hysterectomy on 
Oct. 24. She will be at the Hollywood Presbyterian Hospital 
about ten days. Perhaps you can wite her there. We covet your 
prayers for her complete healing. This is her fourth surgery, 
but the first two were minor. 

Did I tell you that we heard, through the state office, that El 
Monte's pulpit committee split regarding me? Some of them did 
not want to consider anyone else; others didn't want me. I think 
they hesitate because of my racial attitude—I might bring non¬ 
whites into the church. I had a letter from a committee member, 
though, saying some were guided by 'practical' and 'mate ial' 
reasons... or, simply, they could get someone for less money than 
a ifiamily man can accept, Soo.... 

Is there a chance that you could attend the Prayer Retreat of the. 
Disciples ministers starting Sunday afternoon Nov. 4, thru Tues. 
Nov. 6. It's the first we've ever had, and I'M hopeful it will 
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hecome a regular activity. It costs$ 10 : 50 . I registered, and 
am still hoping I can make it, although Frances' hospitalization 
and recuperation may keep me from going. 

Please give my love to Alma, and may God strengthen and heal you 
"both.

Dear Friend: 

Knowing how busy you were, I held off, writing this letter until 
after the Les Moines convention. I am writing after being called 
in by Kirby Page, who has had many discussions with me about the 
need for deepening the spiritual lives of ministerial students. 

We have met with Mrs. Lockhart to discuss the disposal of her 
trust fund, and I have called on her twice since our first meet¬ 
ing. 

In case my name is not familiar to you, I was the founder of All 
Peoples Christian Church and Community Center, and for 13# years 
served as pastor of the church and executive of the center. 

Dr. Irvin Lunger at Transylvania knows me well, as does Charles 
Marker. 

Mrs. Lockhart is not doing well physically. One day she is un¬ 
able to get out of bed* another flay she is up and around. She 
leans somewhat in her thinking to C. 0* B., but also has—and 
so does her son—a strong desire to put her fund to work in the 
west, where her son could be in close contact with its usage. 

I want you to know the suggestions I made. I myself would have 
been helped in putting them on paper if I had known what others 
had suggested, so I would not be working at cross purposes. I 
made something of a case for College of the Bible, because I was 
impressed in my few days’ visit there with its earnestness of 
purpose. I felt it might be a more s&disfactory intellectual 
nn d spiritual climate than any other seminary I knew. 

Mrs. Lockhart wants her son to have a great deal to say about 
guiding the use of the trust fund. 

My suggestions were as follows: 

1. That a Chair of Spiritual Disciplines or 'Spiritual Growth* 
be established at a suitable seminary. T analyzed the ideas of 
setting up a retreat center, setting up devotional libraries, 
or a department of spiritual life for our Brotherhood, and ex¬ 
pressed the feeling that these wenld not serve Mrs. Lockhart’s 
purposes as well as would a chair in a semi n a r y• 

The Seminary selected shhuld be one providing a climate 
where such a chair could succeed. The chair should hot be han¬ 
dicapped by being in a graduate school where academics and intel¬ 
lectuality are stressed to the exclusion of pastoral work and 
spiritual growth. 
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2. That a committee be established, with Mrs* Lockhart*s son 

as chairman, to guide the trust fund* (Kirby and I tried to en¬ 
courage prompt action, partly because of unexpressed feeling 
that ijh her death irinntfca- or illness overtake the plans 

before they are concretised) The committee should include the 
dean or president of the chosen seminary, and men chosen for 
the depth of their concern for the spiritual growth of young 
pastors* They should not be primarily academicians, and not 
♦successful pastors* as such—but men whose interest is based 
on lives in service and suffering* I even went so far as to 
name men of the t, pe I would personally choose: Albert Edward 
Day,, Kirby rage, Allan Hunter, Floyd Faust, and, on the basis 
of great interest if for no other qualification, myself. 

3. That an instructor be chosen. Again, one not interested in 
the academic study of prayer, but laboratory methods, the exper¬ 
iential approach . The instructor would be key to success of the 
whole project* and if one could not be found whose intellectual 
stature would command respect of sophisticated seminarians, per¬ 
haps ones whose life of service earned their esteem. 

Instructor to be given a Wander.jahr . if that is the correct 
term, to prepare for the task* Besides personal preparation, he 
wodld need to find oat what all denoininations and sem-naries are 
doing in prayer groups and in training for their leadership. 

He should not get lost in the mechanics of courses in * liturgies*, 
’techniques of worship*, or Resources,' 

He would need to participate in retreats at every level, 
learning from such groups as the Disciplined Order of Christ, the 
Ashrams, the Camps Farthest Out, Gerald Heard’s retreats. Whiston's 
the Sequoia Seminar of Rathburn, the Episcopalian studies of 
spiritual healing, Burkhart’s Research groups, and others. He 
would need to gather materials, from elementary to the most ad¬ 
vanced. 

WHAT COURSES TO OFFER : 

(Again...emphasis to be on laboratory or personal experience, 
not primarily on reading) 

I. The DEVOTION A I, CLASS! CS. This could be a quarter, a year, 
two years, and would be the only course oijen to seminary students 
generally* The other courses would be for advanced, serious stu¬ 
dents, registring by permission of the instructor, 

II. Use of the Bible in (a) personal devotions (b) group 
therapy. (3) spiritual crises* Not for use as a tool, but out 
of desperate need. Students to spend enough time in hospital 
wards to know the agony of illness and death, so they would ap¬ 
proach the r.n iirs e with a sense of great personal need. Hence! 
a laboratoryjfpfl&urse. 
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III* Lab* course in PRAY MR PI SCI ILiMES ■ 

Some of Loyala's disciplines used. Prayer retreats, the 
value of fasting, laying on of hands, Benedictine silence, spir¬ 
itual healing, rhythms and bodily exercise, family devotions, 
group prayer and study, among the diacix-lines. (Freer and Hall 
might be used as a tent) 

IY. Materials for DEYOEIOHAL GRQ'.VTK * 

Laboratory practice with music, use of nature, the Bible, 
literature, poetry, how suffering can be transformed into 
spiritual growth...use of role-playing, of gardening, of beauty 
in all its forms...how to transform noise and interruptions 
into prayer-aids. 


Please understand, Dfe. Montgomery, th~t all these sug¬ 
gestions were preli;.^2y. I want you to have them, so that in 
any subsequent discussions you will know something of the ap¬ 
proaches that have been made at this end.

I had been hoping that I could visit you before 
this tine but sy duties as president of the 
International Convention leading up to the 
International Convention Assembly in Dos Moines 
have required a great deal of ny tine. In 
addition, ve are la the midst of our Centennial 
Development Program at The College of the Bible 
which is requiring constant attention and 
effort.

Forgive me if I start by saying that this deceptively formidable communication 
is so simple that we honestly hope you can give us a ’•yes” or ”no" reply 
within three or four days. 

For the 1957 (Second Annual) Peace Seminar Tour of Europe, we need some 
American resource leaders who are capable of making a real contribution to 
pacifist training and thinking. You are one of a very small number of persons 
nominated (all of whom are being contacted simultaneously due to the necessity 
for early selection). 

We would like to know whether you are willing - and free - to serve in 1957. 

The term of duty is from May 30 (or June 1) through June 28 for Tour # 1; from 
July 8 (or July 10) through August 7 for Tour # 2. We prefer to use you in 
Europe for both tours and would reward you with an all-expense paid member¬ 
ship in our Second Russia Study Tour between these other two tours. However, 
if you could serve only for one month we would consider this most helpful, 
also. We can pay no honorarium, but all basic fares and living costs roundtrip 
from New York are provided, of course. 

We believe that it offers you an especially significant opportunity to use 
your abilities in serving the Christian pacifist cause.

It came to me during my meditations this morning’ that I 
should write you. 

First, good news. The doctor reports NO malignancy from their 
laboratory tests. So Wednesday they went ahead, removed the 
uterus and appendix both.

We are so grateful that there is no malignancy, and we trust 
hhisxtks that this operation will end the threat of cancer 
which has hung over us for two years. 

We have much to be thankful for. The folks from the San Di¬ 
mas c arc'.: have been more than kind. Almost every day someone 
has come over with a dinner already prepared; just now a lady 
brought back the ironing she had taken to do; last night a 
lady stayed with the children; and every day someone comes to' 
take care of them so I can go to the hospital. Other friends 
have been so good, too. It just touches my heart. Yesterday 
at the hospital was an envelope with fifty dollars in it. One 
of the Sunday School classes at Hollywood Beverly—itlooked like 
the 'Human Relations Class' had heard Sunday morning from Miss 
Grafton, and a handfull of the members sent this gift.

As yon may know, the Fund for the Republic is sponsoring 
a series of studies on Communism in American Life. The 
Fund has asked me to do the volume on Communism and the 
churches. This is a very difficult and precarious task. 

In connection with our research, we have occasionally 
run across your name. Naturally we are acquainted with 
your long and dedicated service to the church and this 
letter should not be interpreted as suggesting any doubts 
whatever about your complete dedication to the ideals 
which we all admire. However, we are faced with the prob¬ 
lem of evaluating, and possibly refuting, the testimony 
of Mr. Benjamin Gitlow before the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities on July 7, 1953. In that testimony 
(page 2075 ), he charges that you were among those who 
were exploited by the Communists "for the purpose of 
spreading propaganda in favor of Communist Russia and for 
the building up of a pro-Soviet sentiment among church 
people in America and among Americans generally." Would 
you kindly send us your comments upon this statement? 

We could either quote from your comments or keep them 
confidential, whichever you prefer. Our sole interest 
is in judging Mr. Gitlow's testimony in reference to the 
facts. 

Thank you for whatever suggestions and reflections you 
might have on this subject or other matters relating to our 
general topic will be very much appreciated.

We were tickled pink, as the expression goes, to have your telegram of acceptance 
and your note thereafter. This letter is to inform you that you are selected, 
and to review a few basic items. 


You understand that our offer to you is to provide you with the tour on an expense- 
paid basis from New York. This covers both sections and the trip to Russia. 

There are a few incidental expenses - the usual things such as beverages with 
meals, passport expenses, coach fares from the airports to the cities on the 
different points on our itinerary, and some small items of this sort, which each 
tourmember will pay for himself on the spot and which are not included in the 
over-all tour price. Unfortunately, from one angle, our total tour price on this 
has been shaped down so low that we have not been able to include such expenses 
for the American resource leaders. In other words, such leaders are on the 
same basis as the tourmember, except that we provide to them those things that 
the tourmember would be given in return for the money which the tourmember pays 
to us for his enrollment. There will be an orientation session in New York and 
of course the price of the tour and consequently the arrangements provided to 
the group leaders includes most of the costs for this, although not all meals 
are included on the two days in this area. These details will be apparent in 
the tour folder which we will issue in the next month or so. They are minor 
matters, but we wanted the nature of our offer to be perfectly clear. At the 
conclusion of the Russia tour you and I would have to travel back independently 
from any other persons, to the west coast of Europe to meet the next incoming 
group. Of course, your expenses for this transportation would be covered in 
additionally to the other things we have mentioned. 

We have anticipated all along that we would use more than one American resource 
leader. We have not yet agreed on who the second one will be, and it may be 
someone who would go for only one of the two sections of the tour and who would 
not go to Russia with us unless they were able to secure their own financing for 
the trip to Russia. We have still under consideration two or three people, 
including A. J. Muste, John Swomley, Cecil Hinshaw, and perhaps Heil Bollinger. 

Only one of these would be chosen and maybe it will not work out with any of 
them. We have to put the whole thing on the basis of the number of persons that 
we enroll, because obviously if the enrollment is smaller than anticipated, we 
do not have the same possibility to provide the overhead necessary for carrying 
this much leadership. The tour will be operated with you as the first resource 
leader in the event that it is not filled sufficiently to provide all of the 
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leadership that we have in mind. Naturally, we do not have anyone enrolled yet 
because we are just starting and no one can guarantee that the tour will be 
operated. I believe that in order to operate it at all we must have a minimum 
of 15 persons on any one section or a total of 25 persons on the two sections 
taken together. I have no reason to believe that we will not secure this enroll¬ 
ment, because last year with much restricted time in which to promote it, and 
a higher price, we had more than enough to meet our financial facts of life. 

I only mention this point at all again as a matter of clarity that it is con¬ 
ceivable that circumstances might arise that would make it impossible for us to 
operate any tour at all. You are familiar with this, of course, because I 
understand you have been related to some of Sherwood Eddy’s tours in the past 
and know how these things work. 

You have on the sheet which I sent you, the dates for the conmencement and 
termination of the tour. We are in receipt of approvals now from both the 
Freundschaftsheim and Versailles in regard to our dates. It has been neces¬ 
sary to make slight changes in the internal itinerary for group 2, of which 
you will be informed in due time, but this does not affect the departure or 
return dates to the United States for you or for the members of the tour groups. 
We are this week making a request to the airlines for space on the dates we 
desire for the various points throughout our itinerary, substantially as 
outlined with the exception of the above-mentioned revision. We may conceivably 
not have a confirmation of these dates for up to a month from now, as the 
schedules for the summer have not ytt been set by most of the airlines. 

However, because of the frequency of transatlantic service I do not conceive 
that there would be more than one or two days’ difference one way or the other 
in arrival and departure dates for the transatlantic crossings. You will be 
kept informed of changes. Until we hear from the airlines with the confirmation, 
especially of the European internal services, we cannot proceed too much further 
with contacts about program with the friends in Europe whom we will visit, 
beyond our original confirmations with the two main centers which we will 
visit. When we are able to proceed further at this point we will contact you 
so that we can work cooperatively in regard to planning of the contacts which 
we will have over there. 

Meanwhile, there are two areas of concern in which I would like to hear from 
you. .First, of all, of course, there is your confirmation that all of these 
matters as we have now outlined in this letter are agreeable and clear or any 
further questions you might have if it is not all clear to you. The other areas 
of concern are, secondly, to have your suggestions in the very near future as 
to how you would propose to make your best contribution as a resource leader. 

In writing me on this, you would want again to consult the basic program 
outline and note that we will be spending quite some time in company with 
Mensching and Trocme and that each of them will invite in other resource persons 
whom we suggest. You may have suggestions to add to that list so that I will 
have them in hand when I am ready to communicate with these people at the time 
our dates become final from the airlines, and also you will be more than welcome, 
if not urged, to give me your suggestions in the meantime as to the general 
program structure and general program theme or emphasis which you would recommend 
to use as a basic framework in our European experience in order to get the most 
out of it. We conceive of this as an opportunity to derive inspiration from 
certain leaders in Europe, to get information about them which is valid for 
understanding of the problems of peace and also for an understanding of pacifism. 
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and thirdly as a sort of training school in Christian peace-making. While it 
is thoroughly pacifist, we will not exclude non-pacifist persons from the list 
of contacts we will make over there and certainly we will hope for some 
non-pacifists in our tour membership. We will emphasize in our publicity more 
the idea of peace-making and peace understanding than we will the idea of pacifism, 
even though for our own frame of reference pacifist training is certainly the 
purpose of the program and must be made central. We found this worked out very 
well last year and was accepted by our non-pacifist members, to the extent that 
at least one of them became very interested and probably will become a member 
of the F.O.R. and the B.P.F. Finally, I would appreciate hearing from you about 
promotion and publicity. 

We do not expect you to burden yourself on this score, but we are mentioning 
it because we are confident that you wish to cooperate fully toward the aim of 
helping ib to secure a full enrollment of the tour capacity for both sections. 

We have a great deal of experience in this sort of thing and have in mind some 
possibilities which would be very easy and have proved acceptable to other 
persons who have worked with us in this and other types of tours. 

A. It would be very effective in the promotion which we will make (a letter 
with a set of enclosures going out to a selected list of over 2,000 people who 
are mostly members of F.O.R., Baptist Pacifist Fellowship, Quaker organizations, 
or otherwise known to be interested in peace, as well as other persons who will 
hear about the tour through ads which are already sent in for the November and 
December issues of ,, Fellowship ,, Magazine, and other similar methods of publicity) 
to have a letter from you, which we would extract from or quote in full accord¬ 
ing to the space available, probably using it in different forms on different 
occasions. This letter would be addressed to whoever might be concerned and it 
would be an invitation from you to such persons to come along with us on this 
Peace Tour. It would express your feelings about the values which would be 
derived by the individual and the values which would be served by him in making 
such a tour even at some sacrifice of time, money, or other interests. It might 
also express some of your aspirations as to the significance of the experience 
which you and we and the friends in Europe will hope to create for the partici¬ 
pants and with their cooperation. A paragraph of this probably should be 
especially and separately directed to the invitation to extend one*s tour member¬ 
ship so as to include the experience in Russia. Since this sort of a letter is 
needed in the very near future if it is to have its greatest usefulness, I 
realize this does put you at a bit of a handicap in not having a more definite 
basis for writing it. We realize it could be done better if it came after there 
had been opportunity for working out with all of the leaders some more definite 
ideas about what we actually will do over there, etc. Since even the mechanics 
of the tour enter into it somewhat I might have to do a little editing of your 
letter and will want to know whether I will be free to do so. I do hope that 
you might be able to find time to draft such a letter in the near future. I can 
put it to use just as soon as I can get my hands on it. 

B. We feel that your many lectures, some of which I personally have attended, 
over the years, have been of interest to a great many people who are not actively 
identified with any pacifist group which will receive our mailings. I do not 
know what your method of operation is, but I understand that you probably have 

a private mailing list of your own which you have used in connection with your 
lecture tour arrangements in this country or at least that you have as a result 

of these lecture tours a long list of interested persons or at least local 
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contact persons who have set up the various meetings,etc. I suppose also that 
you would not have to consult with anyone else concerning the use of this list 
and that you would be willing to have us engage in the necessary work for 
copying such lists onto envelopes and sending to these people the same announce¬ 
ments concerning the tour that we send to our other mailing lists. I do know 

that in order to fill both sections to capacity and to do so early enough, we 

will have to be on the lookout for mailing lists of suitable prospects, in 
addition to such lists as we now have. It is conceivable that we could get the 
F.O.R. mailing list, but there are so many names on that as to make it too much 
of a good thing. I believe that persons who have actually done something to 
set up meetings or conduct meetings for you would be better than just a general 
list of F.O.R, members, as they would go further in telling other people about 
it if they did not see themselves in a position to consider membership in the 

tour. I would be pleased to have your response on this at a very early date, 

outlining what you think is a reasonable, proper, and acceptable basis of your 
cooperation with us along these lines. It is not a condition of our appoint¬ 
ing you as the leader, as we have already done that, but I do not know of any 
source of a better set of supplemental lists to those which we already have. 

Our firstmailing on this ought to go out very, very soon, and we are working 
feverishly to get materials ready so that we would be in a position to use 
your contributions just as soon as it would be convenient for you. I shall 
therefore look forward with pleasure to your early comments on all of these 
items and particularly this most pressing item about publicity. It occurs to 
me also that you might be willing to cooperate in some other forms of 
publicity that you might suggest and which have not yet occurred to us, even 
though we would do the basic labor involved. We will plan to make some jress 
releases to various religious and other publications potentially reaching 
prospective tourmembers and you could make some valuable suggestions as to 
publications to be included, perhaps even indicating names of specific persons 
on the staff who would be more likely to see to it that this material got 
publicity. We have found that even though we do all the work for producing 
the letter, this sort of thing is more effective if we have it come in the format 
of a little note from the resource leader himself, asking for cooperation in 
giving publicity through the particular magazine or other source which is being 
addressed. We probably would write a special press release for such distribution, 
perhaps quoting from the other statement, so that it would not necessarily 
entail any extra work on your part. If you wanted to take time to work on some 
other special item which could be used for such a press release or to tailor 
the approach to certain persons or journals where you would have a special entrfte, 
we would of course, welcome all such cooperation which you might be interested 
in for the good of the cause.

Dear Kirby: 

I appreciated greatly your recent letters 
with regard to Mrs. Lockhart’s health and 
also your report on the developments for 
a Chair of Christian Worship. I also had 
a letter from Paul T. Lockhart in which he 
said that his mother's condition made it 
necessary for him to take over her cor¬ 
respondence. His letter was very friendly 
and indicated the interest and concerns 
which he shares with his mother. 

In line with your suggestion, we have pre¬ 
pared a statement which I hope sets forth 
the kind of information which you have in 
mind. I am sending the original copy of 
this directly to Paul and I am enclosing a 
copy to you. I am also enclosing a copy 
of the letter which I have written to Paul. 

It seems to me that if the major decision 
rests on Paul for the allocation of funds 
that he should have an adequate background 
for such a decision. It seems, therefore, 
that 'my invitation to him to visit us here 
at The College of the Bible at the proper 
time is important. We cannot convey to him 
across the distance the great opportunity 
which is here. I believe that I am judging 
right when I sense that his mother has a 
rather deep sense of loyalty to our Disciple 
program. 

I know that her husband had some disappointments 
in his efforts to lead our people into a 
deeper understanding of the meaning of Christian 
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worship. This was a natural thing which 
any of us might encounter as we seek to 
lead out in a prophetic way. The rebuffs 
we get only indicate the great underlying 
need and should call for the resources 
with which to correct these backward 
conditions in our Brotherhood. It is my 
conviction at the present time that we 
are ready to go forward on this kind of 
a program. 

I did not want to point out this kind of 
thing to Paul by letter, less he misunder¬ 
stand, but possibly you can help him at 
this point. 

There is also another point. It is this. 

The College of the Bible is an old, established 
seminary with a great history. It is now 
in a creative period of expanding its program 
to meet the increasing need for competent 
ministers. At any time in this period that 
we could announce the establishing of a Chair 
of Christian Worship, it would in a rather 
dramatic way call attention to this need 
among us and would stimulate many people to 
help to undergird our program. 

It seems to me that the investment of funds 
such as Mrs. Lockhart has in mind would 
seek to find a well established seminary pf 
high standards of academic program and of 
devotional life. Among Disciples of Christ, 

The College of the Bible ranks in the field 
of ministerial education as Harvard ranks 
in the general educational life of America. 

This seems to me to be an important point in 
our thinking and advising with Paul through 
these days. 

I cannot tell you how greatly I appreciate 

your concern and the time and thought that 

you are giving to help these dear friends of 

ours arrive at a decision which will be the 

most fruitful in the future years to the purposes 

which they have in mind.

You have undoubtedly received in good order the package of 325 copies of 
the first Tour announcement. We sent you a few more than you had requested. 
Apparently you have already sent some of these out as the enclosed card 
from a Miss Johnson in Florida does not seem to come from anyone who is 
on any of our mailing lists. We have sent out over 5,000 copies of this. 

Key persons in every denominational college in the country, \idth heavier 
concentration in peace church colleges, together with principal denominational 
leaders, and a whole group of school and professional persons has received 
it. We have a mailing list of nearly 1,000 for our Baptist Pacifist 
Fellowship, including about 200 persons from other denominations, and have 
also sent it to all of the 1500 members of the F.O.R. in the Greater New 
York metropolitan area. It is too early to know what will come out of it. 

You have noticed the FELLOWSHIP Magazine ad in November and today our 
December FELLOWSHIP Magazine came with another ad. Already we have about 
a dozen inquiries, though none of them has actually registered yet. We 
hope you are having success with the 300 you said you would send out. We 
are preparing another folder of approximately the same size which will give 
additional details and will carry a copy of Allan Hunter T s endorsement, a 
copy of which letter we sent you with our first letter to you. Please let 
me know whether you want those. Maybe it will not seem wise to carry 
through on the Russia extension, but we will certainly not cancel it unless 
we have to or on the other hand fail to get enough enrollments. We have 
now received confirmed air reservations by Scandinavian Airlines for the 
transatlantic portion. We have to provide other materials before we can 
get confirmation for the internal dates which we have in mind; however, we 
are moving ahead now to book our hotels. The arrangements at the Freund* 
schaftsheim and Versailles have, of course, been confirmed for many weeks 
and apparently the friends there are looking forward with great delight to 
our coming and especially with you as our leader. More later.
